A fter outlining’ political changes 
in Europe follow ing the W orld w ar 
and listing economic provisions of 
the peace treaties, w hereby G er­ 
m any w as to tu rn over to th e A l­ 
lies large q u antities of goods, ships 
and property rights, I* I». Beem an, 
instru cto r a t th e Santa Ana Junior 
college, speaking over K R EG last 
night, outlined the m ethods w here­ 
by paym ents on G erm any’s large 
indem nity w ere arranged. H is talk, 
in part, follows:

CITY COUNCIL 


T hat public opinion 
Is 
rapidly 
getting behind the proposal for a 
civic center and stadium In Santa 
Ana was evident today following 
action taken by service clubs in 
endorsing the move to make the 
old Frances W illiard school 
site 
and property adjacent to the bowl 
at Sixth and Olive streets available 
for this purpose. 
Committees representing service 
clubs of the city will meet tom or­ 
row at I p. m., probably 
In 
the 
council chambers, to discuss the 
proposition and formulate 
some 
definite plan to bring before the 
city council with the Idea of hav- 
a bond Issue called In the near fu­ 
ture to get the project under way. 
The old W illard site Is to be sold 
next Tuesday by the board of edu- 
actlon m ust be taken at once. If 
the city is to secure the property 
action m ust be taken at once. 
It 
it passes into outside hands the lo­ 
cation may never be available at 
an acceptable price again. It Is de­ 
clared. 
W ith rising property val­ 
ues the same Is true of the prop­ 
erty near Sixth and Olive streets, 
supporters of the project stated. 
Those who have been discussing 
the suggestion have 
pointed 
out 
th at the north building on the W il­ 
lard site Is not only larger but of 
more recent construction than the 
city hall and th at It could be used 
for a num ber of years to replace 
the present structure thus reduc­ 
ing the cost of getting the center 
into operation. They point out that 
an auditorium and new library are 
two pressing needs of this commu­ 
nity and th at no better plan could 
be advanced than to group them at 
the proposed location. 
Tne possibilities of the bowl at 
Sixth and Olive streets have been 
characterized as one of the great­ 
est recreational assets the city pos­ 
sesses. 
The plan being discussed 
would include building of a stad­ 
ium to seat perhaps 18,000 people 
and large enough to accommodate 
a football field. 
It could be used 
for band concerts, Legion demon­ 
strations and probably would prove 
one of the most popular spots In 
the county, It la pointed out. A t­ 
tractive landscaping would make it 
a show spot of the city. 
Others In discussing 
the 
plan 
urge the need of a swimming pool 
at this location also, which they 
claim could be built without great 
expense. 
They point to the fact 
th at there is no pool open to the 
public in Santa Ana and that many. 
particularly boys. ride to Anaheim 
to use the pool there. 
The city council has not been ap­ 
proached on the subject for some 
tim e and its attitude is not known.

Every s ta te should place prison­ 
ers in th e ir prisons in the light of 
the 
findings 
of a classification 
clinic. 
Dr. E. A. DoH, formerly director 
of 
classification in New Jersey, 
suggests th a t psychiatrists found in 
the New Jersey experiment in clas­ 
sification of prisoners that virtually 
all prisoners fall Into one or the 
other of four classes, viz: 
(1) The Amenable Class. 
This class is made up of pris­ 
oners who, despite their ill fortune, 
bear no ill will against society. 
They are, in th© main, intelligent. 
T heir personalities are good. They 
are am enable to discipline, and may 
be expected to benefit by training. 
(2) 
Th© Ant!-Social Class. 
T his class is mad© up of prison­ 
ers who, because of their 111-for­ 
tune, bear a n 111 will against soci­ 
ety, and show a determination to 
strike back a t the social order that 
has exiled them . 
They have long 
crim inal records. 
Their habits are 
vicious. T h eir associates have been 
bad. T hey a re lazy. They are like­ 
ly to be d ru g addicts or chronic a l­ 
coholics.

women of high native Intelligent»© 
in this claaa 
(3) The D e f e c t i v e Delinquent 
Class. 
This class is m ade up of pris­ 
oners who display varied forms of 
mental 
abnormality. 
They 
may 
show evidence of all sorts of con­ 
stitutional defects, of epilepsy, of 
borderline insanity, and the like. 
They are likely to display sensitive­ 
ness, Jealousy, discontent, instabil­ 
ity, and tem peram ental m aladjust­ 
ment generally. 
The intelligence 
level of this class may be fairly 
high compared w ith some other 
groups of prisoners. 
(4) The Subnormal Class. 
This class is made up *of prison 
ers who are 
simple and feeble­ 
minded, 
or 
near 
feeble-minded. 
Their «Ins against society spring 
from 
their low intelligence and 
their openness to suggestion. They 
are not set in any sinister attitude 
towards society. 
The 
cards 
of 
heredity have been stacked against 
them. 
Any training that shall en­ 
able them to find adjustm ent to 
normal living, if at all successful, 
must be a long and laborious enter­ 
prise.
